Indianapolis included a Use Attainability Analysis (UAA) in Section 9 of the
city’s Long-Term Control Plan, which was submitted on September 11, 2006.
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After the lodging of the Consent Decree, the city requested a meeting with
IDEM and EPA to discuss the UAA and the UAA review process.

The requested meeting was held on December 8, 2006. During the meeting the
city reviewed the UAA and provided a compilation of the relevant supporting
data and information. It was agreed that the next step was agency review of the
UAA and supporting information for the purpose of determining whether the
city’s submission was complete.

A follow-up meeting was held on February 9, 2007. IDEM and EPA requested
additional information from the city and requested that the UAA be modified.
IDEM and EPA also requested that the city prepare an Executive Summary of
the UAA. The next meeting with IDEM and EPA is scheduled for April 13,
2007.
